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What  does  being  a  Greek 
mean  to  me? 

"A  house,  a  grip,  a  badge,  a  song,  an  emblem  —  these  do 
not  make  a  fraternity.  It  is  unseen  things  —  friendship, 
brotherhood,  character,  honor,  courage,  ideals  —  these 
things  make  the  fraternity  and  the  man." 

There  are  many  criteria  used  to  judge  the  quality  of  one's 
Greek  experience.  Because  of  the  nature  of  Greek  letter 
organizations  many  of  these  criteria  are  very  technical  and 
mechanical.  Although  these  sort  of  activities  are  necessary 
for  the  existence  of  the  organization,  unquestionably  it  is  at 
the  opposite  end  of  the  spectrum  that  we  find  that  the  most 
important  criteria  is  the  individual's  personal  experience 
and  relationship  to  the  chapter  and  its  members.  This  is 
where  brotherhood  begins.  Because,  fraternity  is  a  very 
personal  thing. 

When  I  view  my  Greek  experience  it  is  not  the  reports  and 
finances  I  remember.  It  is  the  relationships  I  have  developed 
with  Greeks  inside  and  outside  of  my  chapter.  My  fraternity 
has  become  my  home  and  the  Greek  community  my  neigh- 
borhood. I  have  often  described  my  fraternity  as  home 
because  it  provides  me  everything  a  home  should.  It  has 
given  me  the  warmth  and  security  I  need  in  order  to  grow.  It 
has  taught  me  responsibility  and  provided  me  with  a  strong 
foundation  on  which  to  build  my  future.  In  this  fraternal 
home  I  have  depended  on  many  older  brothers  who  have 
taught  and  guided  me  through  rough  times,  but  at  the  same 
time  they  have  entrusted  me  to  do  the  same  for  my  younger 
brothers.  For  once  brothers  have  traveled  the  rough  and 
rugged  road  together,  they  can  accomplish  anything. 

In  this  home  I  continually  encounter  selflessness,  be- 
cause there  is  no  room  for  the  self-centered  in  fraternity.  As 
a  pledge  I  was  continually  reminded  that  "To  be  selfless 
often  is  to  have  the  capacity  and  vision  to  know  and  see 
common  good.  The  total  implication  of  fraternity  is  that  a 


man  is  participating  in  an  association  that  is  greater  than 
himself." 

Once  a  member  of  a  greek  organization  one  is  expected  to 
uphold  and  improve  the  dignity  of  the  chapter  and  of  the 
fraternity  by  both  word  and  action.  They  must  wholly 
believe  their  chapter  can  become  the  ideal  chapter  and  do 
their  part  to  make  it  so.  A  brother  must  instill  responsibil- 
ity to  excel  and  become  the  best,  yet  he  must  show  them 
through  example  how  to  achieve  this.  He  must  motivate  all 
of  the  members,  for  a  fraternity  is  only  as  strong  as  the 
weakest  link. 

I  have  lived  my  entire  life  under  the  theory  that  one 
receives  in  proportion  to  what  one  gives.  I  have  never 
found  this  to  be  more  true  than  in  Greek  life.  The  more 
effort  I  give  to  my  fraternity,  the  more  strength  and  support 
I  receive.  I  will  never  be  able  to  return  everything  I  have 
been  given,  thus  I  will  forever  owe  my  brothers  and 
fraternity. 

In  conclusion,  Edwin  Markham  once  wrote  a  poem 
which  summarizes  this  thought. 

"There  is  a  destiny  that  makes  us  brothers; 

None  goes  his  way  alone. 

All  that  we  send  into  the  lives  of  others. 

Come  back  into  our  own."
